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AUDITOR'S LETTER 


PRESENTED TO THE COUNCIL. 


Text of Mr. Tomlinson’s Second Com- 
munication ou the Matter of Civic 


Accounting. 


Following is the communication 
gresented to the city council on 
Tuesday evening hast by ex-Auditor 
Tomlinson, in reply to the communi- 
cation’ trom the secretary-treasurer 
to the finance committee. 

The introductory paragraph of the 
Jetter is omitted as it cantains lan- 
guage Stronger than necessary and 
does not affect the import of the 
document.

Before taking up this matter allow 
me to say that I have in no instance 
had occasion to change the views 
expressed in my preliminary report, 
and that I am still certain that very 
drastic changes will have to be made 
beforc the accounting of this city 
will be satisfactory to an intelligent 
critic, 

i do not intend to discuss at length 
the technicalities of municipal ac- 
courting. but in answer to the state- 
ment made by the secretary-treas- 
urer, apa indorsed by the finance 
committee that accounting systems 
are subject to the individuality and 
point of view of the bookkeeper, «1: 
would like to my, that the basio 
ETinciples of a system of account- 
ing applicable to any business are 
inviolable and unless the system is 
constructed on these fundamental 
ETiNciples, nothing but a medley o1 
figures without orderly or  jntelli- 
gible arrangement ean result, and 
i am compelled to say ‘that the Sec- 
retary-treasurer has not compre- 
hended what these principles are 
and the statements given to the 
public by him since taking office 
have not given accurate or intel- 
ligible results. 

I might bere remark with refer- 
ence to the authority spoken of 
whose work has been followed by the 
wecretary-treasurer that this treat- 
ise by Wm. Powis, F:C.A., does noi 
deal with systematic bookkeering, 
but is simply a paper read before an 
institute of Chartered Aceountants 
and is only a discussion of general 
municipal tepies. 


RE ACCOUNTS WRONGLY CHARG- 
ED, 


The secretars-treasurcr states that 
these inaeourasies are .the result of 
Eroper information regarding the ac- 
counts te be charged, but by refer- 
ence to my preliminary report you 
will find that I have in most instan- 
ces givem the authority. for; the 
proper charging of vouchers and 
since m¥ report was reviewed, cor- 
rections have been made appearing 
herewith and in no instance has the 
authority given on the face of the 
voucher been departed from. 

These ¢orrections date from Janu- 
ary to December, 1904, and it could 
hardly be considered a commendable 
Fractice to wait until February, 1905, 
before seeuring ;roper information to 
correct eryors made in January, 1904, 
ald it is eomewhat doubtful whether 
any accurate information wonld then 
be obtaimable as the city’s officials 
do not invariably consider their ap- 
fontments everiasting ones.

RE REVENTE. 


The expenditure of revenue moneys 
is a -matrer to be decided wpon by 
the council, no restrictions as te how. 
these funds are to be spent appearing 
in the charter, the only restrictiong 
being as to the limit of tax rate 
which shall not exceed 2c. on the 
dollar, including the Genera] Deben- 
ture appropriations. The council of 
19.3 ypurenused from current funds 
several items of tangible value, 
amongst was a street sprinkler cost- 
ing $280.70. The secretary-treasurer 


now thinks that the cost of tha , 


sprinkler (or its fair present vakua- 
tion) mignt reasonably be made a 
debenture expenditure in 1965 whieh 
measn that the council of 1905 might 
justifiably sell the city’s tangible as- 
sets bought and yaid for from the 
current rands of 1903 to the General 
Debt account and thereby raise re- 
venue to be used by them as they 
think fit 

Re the Revenue Surpluses cf 1900 
and 1901 amounting respectively ta 
$2432.88 and $1169.35 which the see- 
fretary-kreasurer says were car- 
ried to the czpital account “to lie 
at rest” as an offset for future de- 
ficits, the wisdom of which course 
will be apparent when the accounts 
of the rast year are closed. 

Allow me to say that at the close 
of 1904 no such “rest” existed. The 
eurrent accounts at the close of 1903 
show a surplus revenue of $2,442.84 
with no reserve In existence either 
from revenue surpluses or profit en 
the sale of real estate. During 1904 
the sum of $3234.70 for part cost 
of Rice Street and College avenue 
extension was debited to capital ae- 
count to offset the imaginary re- 
serve supposed to be in that ac- 
count but which action was ia real- 
ity a charge against the revenues of 
the year and was in excess of ‘the 
surplus of 1903 to the amount of 
$791.86. In this regard I would like 
to draw your attention to a regee 
eppearing in the Journal under 
of January 3rd, which is a record of 
of the last meeting of the couneil 
of 1904. “The city, said Mr. Kim- 
niard, will start the New, Year with 
the financial arrangements fretty 
well straightened up. There is now 
no bank overdraft, and the current 
account shows a balance in favor of 
the city of some $2000. As Couneil- 
lor Cushing remarked, “The rresent 
council is vacating office iif a blaze 
of glory.” As regards these state- 
ments I must inform you that “he 
city had an overdraft at the Imperial 
Bank of Canada of $3282.16, with 
cheques ‘outstanding to be -caid 
amounting to $8620.32 and the coun- 
cil of 1904 according to the revenue, 
statement to he submitted shortly. 
by the secretary-treasurer vacated, 
office leavinfg® behind them a revenue 
deficit of $5827.47 which debt will 
have to be paid by the council of 
1905. 

There is yet another statement 
which needs correcting, and that ig 
that the only valuable item of pub- 
lic works equipment is the street 
sprinkler, -value $289.70. From an 
inventory ‘taken by the official in 
charge I find that his valuation of 
the equipment is, with the street 
sprinkler $939.00. 


RF CAPITAL.ACCOUNT , 


The explanations given by the see 
retary-treasyrer in reference to tha 
nature of this account are numerous 
and explanatory and are as follows4 

This account has not the same sig- 
nificance as any’ other carital ae- 
count but has four distinct fune- 
tions. It ig a ‘“trest account.” “Pro- 
fit and Ioss account” rerresents the 
surplus of assets over liabilities, and 
also is reserve capital, this last fune— 
tion being an addition to ‘the evolu- 
tion and nomenclature of accounting 
! offer no comment on this subjeet, 
but sirmply mention it for future re- 
ference. 

I would here like to qu@te tha 
secretary - treasurer’s report, he 
says, “The only point which I ean 
gather from the Auditor’s so-cailed 
report is a hazy insinuation that the 
fixed assets have been too rapidly 
depreciated, and an appraisement of 
these properties could easily be made 
if I cannot satisfy you that the de- 
preciations made have been fair aod 
reasonable.” 

In answer to these statements I 
will refer you to the following tran- 
seript ‘from the Journal, which en- 
try has been made since my report 
was received .
